The  Club  continues  in  a  flourishing  state,  both  financially  and 
in  the  number  and  quality  of  the  plants  exchanged. 

Mr.  Meldrum  has  again  kindly  marked  the  Circulating  Catalogues, 
and  it  is  hoped  that,  as  these  Catalogues  circulate,  members  will 
note  the  wants  of  the  Club.  Sending  in  Oblata  lists  has  proved  of 
value,  but  for  the  next  Exchange,  it  will  be  well  for  members  to 
send  a  list  of  interesting  plants  in  addition  to  those  indicated  as 
wanted  on  the  Circulating  Catalogues. 

Our  present  Hepatic  Catalogue  is  now  quite  out  of  date,  and 
Mr.  Macvicar  has  kindly  promised  to  prepare  a  new  Catalogue  for 
the  Club,  which  will  be  in  touch  with  the  best  Continental  and 
American  work.  It  will  be  based  on  Schiffner’s  arrangement  in 
“  Engler  and  Prantl.” 

This  Catalogue  will  not  differ  much  from  our  present  Catalogue, 
which  is  based  upon  Spruce’s  work.  When  finished,  it  is  proposed 
to  issue  it  to  members  as  a  Census  Hepatic  Catalogue. 

Mr.  Macvicar  will  do  the  “Census”  part  for  Scotland,  and  all 
members  interested  are  invited  to  co-operate  in  doing  the  “Census” 
part  for  England,  Wales,  and  Ireland,  as  far  as  our  present  know¬ 
ledge  extends. 

It  would  be  a  great  advance  also,  if  the  Club  could  undertake  the 
preparation  of  a  Census  Moss  Catalogue.  The  Club  Rule  II.  gives 
the  working  up  of  the  County  distribution  as  one  of  the  objects  of 
the  Club,  and  no  doubt  a  very  important  object. 

Mr.  Meldrum  has  now  finished  his  two  years’  work  as  Distributer, 
and  I  am  sure  all  members  will  wish  to  thank  him  very  much  for 
the  trying  work  he  has  done  so  well  for  the  good  of  the  Club. 

Mr.  D.  A.  Jones,  F.L.S.,  Rock  House,  Harlech,  has  kindly  under¬ 
taken  the  duties  of  Distributer  for  the  next  two  years.  Oblata  lists 
and  Catalogues  should  be  sent  to  him  late  in  November,  or  early  in 
December.

DISTRIBUTER’S  REPORT. 


This  year  parcels  have  been  received  from  27  members,  and 
other  2  sent  in  catalogues  only. 

Although  mistakes  are  not  yet  entirely  absent,  more  than  one  of 
the  Referees  remark  on  the  rarity  of  wrongly  named  specimens  in 
their  parcels,  and  on  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  packets  as  a 
whole. 

The  Circulating  Catalogues  have  again  been  marked  to  be  sent 
round.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  numbers  marked,  though 
fairly  correct  just  now,  can  only  be  considered  approximate  by  next 
distribution,  as  catalogues  which  have  not  come  in  this  year  may  be 
sent  next  year,  and  some  members  may  re-mark  their  catalogues,  or 
retain  on  their  list  species  which  they  have  already  received.  Hence, 
when  possible,  one  or  two  more  than  the  number  marked  may 
generally  be  offered— the  Distributer  can  strike  off  any  unnecessary 
excess.  A  number  of  species,  wanted  by  only  one  member,  have 
been  marked  as  not  wanted  at  all,  as  species  that  will  supply  the 
wants  of  a  number  are  more  to  be  desired  than  those  wanted  only 
by  a  single  person. 

Since  Hepaticae  are  not  examined  by  the  Referee  unless  a 
minimum  of  3  packets  from  the  same  gathering  are  sent,  I  think  it 
desirable  that  all  who  send  in  Hepaticae  should  endeavour  to  meet 
this  requirement.  Where  less  than  3  are  required,  the  surplusage 
can  be  handed  over  to  Section  II. 
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The  same  gentlemen  as  last  year  acted  as  Referees,  and  to  them 
all  members  of  the  Club  are  deeply  indebted  tor  their  much-valued 
labours. 

On  the  expiry  of  my  term  of  office  as  Distributer,  I  desire  to  say 
that  my  duties,  if  for  a  brief  period  somewhat  monopolising,  have 
nevertheless  afforded  me  much  interest  and  pleasure,  and  I  trust 
that,  where  I  have  failed  to  satisfactorily  perform  these  duties,  my 
failure  may  be  looked  on  with  leniency*

Radula  Carringtoni  Jack.,  Cum  Craig,  Killin,  7/00.  W.Y. 

“  This  must  he  R.  Lindbergii  for  (1)  Leaves  very  gemmiferous,  (2) 
Plant  smaller  and  softer  than  R.  Carringtoni,  (3)  Marginal  cells 
smaller  than  those  of  interior  of  R.  Carringtoni.  In  present  plant 
they  are  of  the  same  size,  (4)  Dyes  water  yellow  green,  which  R. 
Carringtoni  does  not.” — W.  Ingham. 

Webera  annolina ,  &c.  “  The  bulbils  of  W.  proligera  always 

remind  me  of  an  empty  kid  glove,  somewhat  twisted,  with  the 
fingers  sticking  out  in  all  directions.  They  also  resemble  the  ax¬ 
illary  shoots  of  Plagiothecium  elegans  in  their  young  state.  Limpricht 
considers  that  Schimper’s  var.  ienuifolia  is  very  likely  identical  with 
W. pioligera.  I  should  think  it  quite  probable  that  the  var.  angusti- 
folia  also  belongs  here.”  —  H.  N.  Dixon. 

Weisia  rnulticapsu/aris  Mitt.  “  The  true  plant  is  found  in  fallow 
fields  and  waste  places  on  a  siliceous  soil,  in  company  with  W. 
squarrosa ,  W.  mucronata ,  Funaria  fascicularis,  &c.,  while  W.  sterilis 
was  from  our  chalk  downs.” — W.  E.  Nicholson. 

Webera  proligera,  &c.  “  I  find  W.  proligera  and  W.  annotina  fairly 

widely  distributed  in  Sussex,  and  I  have  seen  W.  erecta  in  Surrey. 
This  form,  as  shown  by  Prof.  Correns,  is  very  close  to  W.  commuiata. 
W.  proligera  certainly  has  the  aspect  of  a  distinct  species.  I  have 
seen  it  fruiting  very  sparingly  by  the  side  of  a  streamlet  from  a  tin 
working  in  W.  Cornwall,  and  the  fruit  appears  to  maintain  the 
characters  assigned  to  it  by  Limpricht.” — W.  E.  Nicholson. 

Fossombronia  pusilla  L.,  M.  E.  Club  Report,  1900,  p.  63. 

“  Mr.  Macvicar  has  again  examined  all  my  gatherings  from  the  pool 
by  the  R.  Foss,  York,  and  finds  there  is  no  F.  cristata ,  as  he  first 
thought.  All  the  packets  sent  out  are  F.  pusilla  with  the  ridges  on 
the  spores  less  elevated  than  normal.  I  find  F.  pusilla  grows  on 
the  vertical  sandy  sides  of  pools  and  ditches,  much  more  in  the 
shade  than  F.  cristata,  which  latter  seems  most  at  home  in  the  open 
stubble  field,  usually  in  company  with  Riccia  sorocarpa. 

In  examining  Hepatics,  Mr.  Macvicar  gives  what  I  find  a  very 
useful  rule  with  these  most  variable  plants,  viz.,  to  take  an  average 
of  several  leaves,  spores,  &c.  In  F.  cristata ,  for  example,  some 
spores  have  less  than  30  ridges,  others  have  more  than  30.  An 
average  of  a  good  number  of  them  gives  about  30  ridges,  whereas 
F.  pusilla  never  has  more  than  24,  and  usually  much  less,  15  to  18.” 
— W.  Ingham. 

Hypnum  cordifolium  Hedw.,  forma,  Strensall  Common,  1888,  leg. 
J.  A.  Wheldon.  “  It  will  be  interesting  to  find  that  the  inflor¬ 
escence  in  R.  giganteum  is  somewhat  unstable,  especially  in  view  of 
R.  Richardsoni  Mitt.,  (which  should  be  found  here,  as  it  occurs  in 
Pleistocene  deposits  in  England,)  a  somewhat  unsatisfactory  plant, 
differing  in  habit  from  both  species,  but  otherwise  somewhat  inter¬ 
mediate  between  the  two.” — H.  N.  Dixon. 
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“If  any  members  find  autoicous  inflorescence,  will  they  please 
notice  if  the  leaf  characters  are  those  of  cordi folium  or  giganteum.” — 
J.  A.  Wheldon. 

Amblystegium  Kochii  (?),  near  Perth,  R.H.M.  “The  rather 
obscure  chlorophyllose  cells  are  in  favour  of  A.  riparium,  but  the 
short  cells  are  very  different  from  most  forms  of  that  species.” — 
H.  N.  Dixon. 

“  My  specimen  is  a  mixture  of  two  different  things,  which  are 
scarcely  to  be  distinguished  by  a  lens  only.  One  has  the  areolation, 
shape,  size,  &c.,  of  leaf  of  A.  varium , — nerve  sometimes  rather 
short,  perhaps,  but  in  spite  of  that  and  the  habit  must  belong,  I 
think,  to  that  species.  The  other  I  am  inclined  to  call  a  slender 
form  of  H.  riparium ,  but  not  A.  trichopodium  as  defined  by 
Limpricht — still  less  A.  Kochii — T.  Barker. 

This  plant  was  sent  for  criticism.  See  p.  143  in  1903  Annual 
Report. 

Cynodontium  virens  forma ,  page  1 1 4  in  1902  Report.  “I  think 
these  will  be  found  to  be  Weisia  curvirostris  var.  insignis,  Dixon.” — 
R.  H.  Meldrum. 

Lejeunea  /lava  (Sw.),  p.  146  in  1903  Report.  “  In  my  opinion 
the  plant  is  a  form  of  serpvlli folia.  The  Irish  distribution  of 
‘  flava'  was  given  quite  wrongly  a  few  years  ago.  Lett  has  it 
correct  in  his  book.” — S.  M.  Macvicar. 

The  last  remark  is  queried  in  the  Note  Book. 

Weisia  sterilis  Nicholson.  “  The  W.  mullicapsularis  on  p.  32 
in  1899  Report  is  this  plant.” — W.  Ingham. 

Anthoceros  dichotomus  Raddi.  “This  new  Scale  Moss,  described 
in  ‘  Journal  of  Botany,’  Oct..  1903,  from  Devonshire,  must  be 
added  to  our  List.” — C.  H.  Waddell. 

Grimmia  conferta  v.  pruinosa,  p.  135  in  1903  Report.  “I  think 
it  is  clear  from  the  highly  papillose  leaves  of  this  plant,  it  cannot 
belong  to  ‘  conferta'  as  described  by  Limpricht,  nor  have  I 
been  able  to  distinguish  the  orange-red  colour  of  the  peristome  to 
which  Mr.  Meldrum  alludes.  I  have  found  the  peristome  teeth 
distinctly  orange  in  typical  conferta ,  which,  conjoined  with  the 
smooth  areolation  of  the  leaves,  make  the  plant  fairly  easy  to 
recognise.  In  any  event,  if  Mr.  Waddell’s  plant  be  the  var. 
pruinosa ,  I  should  certainly  agree  with  Mr.  Wheldon  in  following 
Husnot  by  placing  it  as  a  variety  under  G.  apocarpa  rather  than 
under  G.  confertaf — W.  E.  Nicholson. 

“  I  am  doubtful  whether  the  presence  or  absence  of  papillae 
on  the  leaf  cells  is  a  character  of  much  practical  value,  since  in 
the  var.  pumila  (and  kindred  alpine  forms)  of  G.  apocarpa  (the 
only  ones  as  a  rule  likely  10  be  a  cause  of  difficulty)  the  cells 
are  often  at  least  quite  smooth.  I  have  such  a  plant  from  the 
summit  of  Ben  Lawers,  with  peristome  teeth  scarcely  at  all 
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cribrose,  and  of  a  paler  red  at  any  rate  than  in  the  typical  apocarpa\ 
in  fact  to  my  eyes  (and  Mons.  Theriot  agrees  with  me)  scarcely 
distinguishable  from  G.  conferta  in  anything  but  the  non-cribrose 
teeth.  Of  course,  at  the  same  time,  this  does  not  affect  Mr. 
Nicholson’s  conclusion  that  Mr.  Waddell’s  plant  is  nearer  G. 
apocarpa  than  G.  conferta ,  on  account  of  ( inter  alia)  the  papillose 
cells.” — H.  N.  Dixon. 

Amblystegium  Kochii  {?)  near  Perth,  R.H.M.  “  It  is  unfortunate 
that,  as  pointed  out  by  Prof.  Barker,  two  plants  somewhat  closely 
allied,  are  mixed  in  this  specimen.  The  one,  with  denser,  greener, 
slightly  larger  and  less  spreading  leaves,  is  certainly  a  form  of 
H.  riparium ,  presenting  little  difficulty  of  determination,  owing  to 
the  longer,  characteristic  cells.  As  to  the  other,  after  careful 
comparison  of  all  my  plants  of  A.  varium,  including  the  form 
known  as  var.  orthocladum,  and  descriptions,  I  cannot  believe  that 
this  plant  belongs  there.  Apart  from  the  habit  (distant  spreading 
leaves,  &c.)  the  areolation  is  I  think  quite  distinct.  A.  varium 
has  always,  I  think,  a  very  neat  areolation,  difficult  to  define,  but 
depending  partly  on  the  short  cells  [2-4  times  as  long  as  wide 
(Limpricht)  ;  very  rarely,  if  ever  5  times  as  long  as  wide  (Cheney)]  ; 
here  the  upper  cells  are  rarely  less  than  3-4  times  as  long  as  wide, 
and  often  more  than  5  times.  The  obscurity  and  irregularity  give, 
too,  a  different  look  from  those  of  A.  varium.  The  short  nerve, 
too,  is  an  important  argument  against  varium ,  although  if  it  were 
by  itself,  it  would  not  be  conclusive  The  Cherrybank  plant  (and 
an  identical  one  almost,  which  I  have  gathered  in  Northants) 
agrees  I  think  T  may  say  exactly  with  Mitten’s  A.  Juratzkanum , 
Poynings,  Sussex,  1895,  in  leaf  characters — not  in  habit,  and,  if 
that  plant  be  correctly  named,  I  should  have  no  hesitation  about 
identifying  Mr.  Meldrum’s  plant  with  A.  Juratzkanum.  The  limits 
•of  that  species  are,  however,  very  undefined  at  present.  The  tall, 
erect  habit  is  distinct,  but  would  not  I  think  preclude  its  identifi¬ 
cation  with  A.  Juratzkanum  more  than  with  A.  varium. 

Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  turned  to  a  specimen  of  Mitten’s 
of  A.  varium ,  which  certainly  has  somewhat  the  habit  of  Mr. 
Meldrum’s  plant,  and  the  upper  areolation  quite  as  elongate  ;  the 
cell  walls  are  firmer,  however,  the  lower  areolation  showing  the 
numerous  basal,  shortly  rectangular  cells  with  firm  walls,  character¬ 
istic  of  A.  varium  and  the  nerve  percurrent.” — H.  N.  Dixon. 

Grimmia  apocarpa.  “  The  colour  of  the  peristome  of  G.  apocarpa 
having  been  so  often  referred  to,  I  may  say  that  I  notice  the 
brilliant  (purplish)  red  tint  just  before  and  just  after  the  fall  of  the 
lid.  This,  however,  begins  to  fade  before  long,  and  in  two  or 
three  months  has  become  a  dull  somewhat  yellowish  red.  I  thus 
expect  to  find  the  true  colour  only  in  specimens  gathered  soon 
after  the  fall  of  the  lid.” — T.  Barker. 

Dicranum  scoparium  var.  orthophyllum ,  Towyn,  page  135  in  1903 
Report.  “  This  should  have  been  labelled  D.  Bonjeani.  Mr. 
Ingham  kindly  drew  my  attention  to  the  mistake.” — D.  A.  Jones. 
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“  Jungermania  Kaurini  Limpr.  may  be  added  to  the  list  of 
British  Hepatics,  having  been  found  by  me  this  summer  ( 1903).” 
— D.  Lillie. 


Hypnum  fluitans  v.  falcatum.  “  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
if  the  peristome  of  this  moss  fades  in  a  similar  way  to  that  of 
G.  apocarpa .” — J.  A.  Wheldon. 

Ca?npylopus  setifolius ,  Llyn  Llagi  (48),  p.  159  in  1904  Report. 
“  Llyn  Llagi  is  in  v.c.  49.  This  is  a  new  record  for  Carnarvon¬ 
shire,  I  think.”  — D.  A.  Jones. 

Riccia  glauca,  Langwith  Moor,  p.  148  in  1903  Report.  “This 
is  R.  sorocarpa,  as  may  be  readily  seen  by  a  cross  section  of  the 
plant,  which  shows  a  deeply-channelled  surface,  whereas  R.  glauca 
has  almost  a  flat  surface.” — W.  Ingham. 

“  Nardia  Breidleri  { Limpr.)  has  been  found  this  year  (1894) 
near  the  top  of  Ben  Nevis  by  Mr.  Macvicar,  and  should  be  added 
to  our  Hepatic  List.” — W.  Ingham.

Hypnum  fluitans ,  forma,  Epping  Forest,  1904.  Leg.,  Mr. 
Chittenden. 

“  Cette  forme  ne  se  classe  pas  facilement  dans  les  groupes 
admis.  C’est  un  fait  qui  se  produit  rarement  ;  mais  cependant  qui 
se  produit  et  j’en  ai  eu  d’autres  exemples.  La  couleur  est  celle 
des  formes  boreales  du  gr.  falcatum,  la  forme  des  feuilles  la  nervure 
forte  et  tres  longue  et  les  cellules  moyennes  longues  sont  du  gr. 
Roiae\  mais  les  oreillettes  sont  peu  developees,  mal  sdpardes 
presque  comme  dans  le  gr.  Amphibium ,  et  nullement  caractdris- 
tiques.  C’est  cette  derniere  particularity  qui  rend  le  classement 
difficile  et  incertain.  Nous  sommes  done  en  presence  d’une 
forme  accidentelle,  curieuse,  mais  sous  importance  par  son  cas 
isole,  par  suite  de  la  structure  des  oreillettes  qui  est  en  disaccord 
avec  les  autres  caracteres  on  pourrait  la  nommer  (avec  un  point  de 
doute)  H.  fluitans  ( RolaeJ  var.  falcifolium,  forma  heteropiera  ? 
Vous  m’avez  envoye  autrefois  sous  le  No.  321  (near  Clougha, 
West  Lane.,  April  1902,  Wheldon)  une  forme  que  j’ai  rapporte  k 
la  var.  molluscum  Sanio  et  qui  a,  comme  vous  l’avez  reconnu,  de 
l’analogie  avec  No.  5.  Cette  var.  molluscum  Sno.  est  une  forme 
tres  secondaire  du  groupe  exannulatum  caractdrisee  par  sa  couleur 
d’un  vert  terne  ou  luride,  comme  si  elle  avait  vegdte  dans  la  vase, 
et  par  ses  tiges  presques  simples  ou  munies  de  rameaux  tres  courts. 
Pour  les  autres  caractdres  elle  concorde  avec  la  forma  stenophyl- 
loides  Ren.,  et  c’est  ainsi  que  vous  1’aviez  nominee  avec  doute. 
Dans  tous  les  cas  la  var.  molluscum  Sno.,  n’est  pas  une  varidtd,  mais 
une  simple  forme  accidentelle  qui  se  rencontre  rarement.” —

But  the  brightness  of  his  intellect 
and  unusual  energy  were  evidenced  by  the  way  in  which  he  took 
up  and  studied  mosses  some  seven  years  ago,  and  no  doubt  the 
pursuit  was  a  great  solace  to  him  under  such  sore  affliction.” 

Mr.  Marten  left  some  mosses  prepared  for  the  present  distribu¬ 
tion,  and  the  return  parcel  has  been  sent  to  Mr.  Jeffrey.
